Turkey can be bought to feed 
2 or 20 people. And it is priced 
to fit any food budget. Small 
families, with small owns, re­ 
quire small turkeys. In an­ 
swer, USDA scientists produced 
the Beltsville VChite Turkey.

EVEN BEFORE this the de- 
mand for more while meat re­ 
sulted in the broad-breasted 
turkey. And besides that scien­ 
tists have met the demand for 
turkeys with shorter legs, com­ 
pact bodies, more meat, less 
bone, faster growing, tender^ 
juicy, well-finished, no pin^ 
featheers, and pleasing appear­ 
ance.

Turkey is a year-round fav­ 
orite. We eat more turkey . . . 
20 years ago we ate about 
three pounds per year. Now we 
each eat more than seven 
pounds every year.

So from Pilgrims to the pres­ 
ent, Americans have enjoyed 
turkey for Thanksgiving . . .

BUY PLENTY. When you are 
planning your feast provide 
generous servings of turkey.

emperature for roasting tur- 
ceys up to 16 pounds. For the 
arger birds, those over 16 

pounds, 300 degrees P. was 
'ound best./

Breast up or breast down? 
t depends upon what's most 
mportant to you . . . flavor or 
ippearance. The taste panel in- 
licated that the majority of 
asters preferred both the 

white and dark meat of the 
urkeys roasted breast down. 

But these birds lacked the tra- 
litional overall golden brown 
ppearance . . . and some tast­ 

ers regarded this as a definite 
lisadvantage.

STUFFED? UNSTUFFED?
Little significant difference in 
oasting time between stuffed 
nd unstuffed turkeys. There 

was also very little difference 
in losses between .stuffed and 
unstuffed birds. The stuffed 
birds understandably had less 
total losses . . . the stuffing 
absorbed some of the drip- 
pings, but the difference was 
extremely slight.
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
